The use of the temis "substantially rigid planar" and 'substantially^ ii^id^ do^ not sets 
sufficient limitations on the choice of the rhateriai and the shape of'ihe Constmctioii 
member of the disclosed system which is connected to the wice coiL 
. Document Dl discloses a standard loudspeaker having a cone flH^ with a filling> ' ' 
material (see Dl Page 4 L3-7) considered to be substantly rigid (for example rubber 
or Iron see Dl page 2 L26-27) which Is connected to the voice coll and is tobiing a 
"sound emitting element" havlrig a planar siiirface (s(ee Pag4 f Ll8-21). therefore it is 
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considered as being the same as "a substantially rigid planar member". 
Moreover. D1 is disclosing a retaining element (see Rg.4 Ref, Nr. 14) which Is holding 
the rest of the loudspeaker stmcture Including the magnet assembly and as such it is 
considered as retaining the magnet assembly from the voice coll. It also defines a 
surface adapted to be coupled to a panel forming an acoMstic radiator.
